Fever, which has been known as long 
as any affection incident to our conſti- 
tutions, had not excited the attention 
of men of ability to the inveſtigation 
of its immediate cauſe, with a view of 
affording a rational ground of practice. 
Whether it be, that the ground aſ- 
| ſumed is a wrong one, or that we have 
not intellectual powers adequate to the 
taſk of tracing Fever to its origin, I 
ſhall not preſume to determine. Thus 
| B much 


— 
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much is certain, that if we grant the 
preſent theory of Fever, as produted by 
Dr. Cullen, to be right, it is not a little 


ſingular that the treatment which ne- 


ceſſarily ſprings from his theory ſhould 
not be more efficacious chan by prac- 


tice it is found to be. 


Our reaſon, therefore, jeads us to 
infer, either that the view which he has 


taken of the ſubject is a wrong one, or 


that if the cheory be right, the practice 


and theory do not. harmonize. .- 


It may happen that profeſſors, for 
they, are not infallible, are not always

The -ſcience of medicine is founded 
on obſervation and experiment: obſer- 
vation naturally impels to experiment in 


an art like phyſic; and experiment, 
while under the cloſeſt and ſevereſt ob- 


ſervation, can never be productive of 
harm, and may be of a variety of 
good. This only certain path to practi- 


cal knowledge has been comparatively 


little trodden, becauſe it requires a ſtrong 


And patient application of the mind. 
Beſides, much as has been done in 


medicine, and much it muſt be con- 


feſſed has been, for the relief of morbid 


nature; yet, even in its preſent and im- 
proved ſtate, there are many diſeaſes 


which do not admit of remedy. Per- 


haps I am, or thall be thought to be, 
| greatly 
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greatly too ſanguine in my expectations, 


if I ſhould ſuggeſt, that were this mode 


of proceeding generally purſued, it is 
probable that more remedies might be dif- - 
covered; that is, if obſervation and ex- 
periment went hand in hand. Whether 
this reaſoning be important or trivial, ſtill 
if a practice in any diſeaſe have been long 
tried, and is at laſt found inefficient,” it 
is ſurely a juſtifiable meaſure to vary. 
or even wholly to change it. Of courſe. 
a practice which has been found benefi- 
cial, whether ſanctioned by time or not, 
ſhould, for the good which may end 
it, be immediately made known. 

It may be neceſſary to obſerve, that 
what I have ventured to recommend ſo 
ſtrenuouſly in this Treatiſe to others, I : 
have myſelf firſt experienced the good 
effects of in a great variety of caſes. .

of our time muſt be given, or how 


much fatigue and anxiety both of body 
and mind muſt be born, before a 


competent, rational, and practical know- 


ledge in Fevers can be attained. This 
depends ſo much upon attention, ſo 


much upon a fondneſs for obſerva- 
tion, and upon a deſire of attaining to 
ſomething like perfection in medical 
knowledge, that he who poſſeſſes not 
theſe, will read and 9 to very lit 


tle purpoſe. 
J am afraid that this publication is 


in many reſpects imperfect. Whatever 


defects I ſhall myſelf diſcoyer, or what 


others may have the goodneſs to do for 


me, I ſhall make it my care to correct, 


Provided they come from men compe- 


tent to adviſe. 


be firſt principle that I ſet out with is 


this—that Fever is a diſeaſe of greater ſim- 
plicity, 
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plicity, in my opinion, than has been ge- 
nerally taught; for this reaſon its modifi- 
cations, which are comparatively few, 
do not alter the eſſence, as it were, of 
Fever. We may deduce from this, (if 
the opinion be well founded) that one 
and the fame practice, with at leaſt but 
little variation, is applicable in all caſes ; 
and here my obſervation and practice 
prompt me to be confident as to the 
validity of the poſition: I ſhall not there- 
fore divide and ſubdivide Fever, but ſtate 
it ſimply Fever. & 


APPEARANCES WHICH TAKE PLACE IN 
FEVER, 


A perſon affected with Fever has more 
or leſs of rigor, has always a laſſitude, 
and ſometimes ſudden and great proftra- 
tion of ſtrength, eſpecially if the Fever

be an alarming one; to theſe ſucceed | 
loſs of appetite, quickneſs of pulſe, more 
or leſs; an increaſe of heat on the body; 
perſpiration, more or leſs interrupted z 
the. tongue white, and, in bad caſes, 
| brown and dry, or dry and of a crimſon 
colour. If the Fever do not ceaſe in a 
great meaſure in the courſe of a week, 
and often in a much ſhorter time, there 
commonly ſupervenes pain in the head, 
watchfulneſs, ſubſultus tendinum, and 
delirium. | 

Sickneſs I have not enumerated among 
the ſymptoms, becauſe it is not a gene- 
ral one; ſomething will be ſaid of it 
hereafter, and likewiſe of the urine and 
the ſtate of the bowels. 

The ſymptoms which almoſt imme- 
_ diately take place in Fever might be 

claſſed as ſymptoms of the firſt order, or 
_ ſuch as are not attended with much dan- 


ger;

But as in ſome Fevers the order i 18 in 
a manner inverted, that 1 is, the bad ſymp- 
toms commencing almoſt immediately 
upon the attack, inſtead of coming on 
progreſſively, ſo in others the order is 
commonly more or leſs diſturbed 3 for 
which reaſon I am in a manner under 
the neceſſity of giving each ſymptom a 
diſtin& conſideration ; and this I ſhall 
do, in the order in which I have placed

RIGOR, 


Eo ſenſe of e ſometimes, amount- 51 
ing to a ſhivering fit, is the firſt ſymp- 
23, tom 
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tom that occurs in Fever; the danger is 
not unfrequently proportionate to the 
greater or leſs degree of ſeverity of 
rigor; for inſtance, when the rigor is 
very ſevere in continued Fever, there is 


_ uſually much danger; though to this 


there are ſo many exceptions, that it 
will not form a rule by which we may 
venture a prognoſis. Rigor is extremely 
difficult of explanation: I cannot ſatisfy 
myſelf whether it proceed directly from 


+ ſome new action on the veſſels upon the 
ſurface ſimilar to what is produced by a 


great degree of cold, or whether it be 
ſympathetic of ſome Organ, as the 


| ſtomach or brain. Both ſickneſs and 
fear produce it; ſo likewiſe do large 


ſuppurations. In continued Fevers the 
rigor recurs commonly ſeveral times for 
the firſt day or two. As I cannot in-

to the real cauſe of rigor in Fever, and 
as it would probably anſwer no uſeful 
purpoſe if I could do ſo, I ſhall relin- 
quiſh the inquiry, 

If a practitioner were conſulted at the 
time that the rigor was preſent, he could 
not adviſe any mode of treatment ex- 
cept ſuch as is neceſſary in Fever, 


PROSTRATION OF STRENGTH, 


The loſs of ſtrength in Fever evinces 
pretty accurately the degree of danger; 
in ſlight Fevers it is little more than laſ- 
ſitude; in ſevere Fevers, particularly ſuch 
as are called putrid, the debility is both 
vaſt and immediate. This ſymptom 
throws more light (in my judgment at 
leaſt) on the nature of Fever, and points 
out more clearly and forcibly the prae- 
tice that ſhould be purſued, than any + 


other 
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other ſymptom which preſents itſelf. It 
ſeems to me impoſſible that the weakneſs, 
| fo ſuddenly induced in Fever, can be 
any other way explained, than by ſup- 
poſing that there is produced ſome 
change in the ſtate of the brain very 
different from what takes place in health. 
As the ſubje& in queſtion is very im- 
portant, and not without conſiderable 
difficulty, I ſhall here offer my ſenti- 
ments with great diffidence. I am then, 
from obſervations almoſt out of number 
which I have made in theſe caſes, but 
more eſpecially from the practice which 
is found with me to be beyond all com- 
pariſon: the moſt efficacious, in a manner 
convinced that the idea is juſt ; and this 
altered condition, I apprehend, is a di- 
' miniſhed energy of it; and in almoſt 
every caſe there is ſuperadded a-farther

Loſs of appetite is a fymptom inſepa- 
rable, in a manner, from Fever; what 
produces this averſion from food I can- 
not tell, except it be that the ſtomach 
18 incapable of digeſting it: probably as 
there is but little ſaliva ſecreted, the de- 
ſire is directed to liquids, which are al- 
ways very grateful in Fever. As Fever 
is a moſt exhauſting diſeaſe, care muſt 
be taken that the liquids be ſuch as ſhall 
afford nouriſhment : ; of this more will

If with the preſence of theſe there be a

as I dare ſay moſt mens experience have 
convinced. them, and which may be 
ſeen in ſome of the annexed caſes, A 
tremulous pulſe, and an intermitting one, 5 
if they be quick alſo, are the worſt that 
I am acquainted with, admitting that the 
pulſe was regular before the attack. A 
quick and feeble pulſe, as it indicates 
great irritability. in the ſyſtem, is alſo 
an alarming, one :—In a word, the more 
a pulſe approaches to an healthy one,

generally ſpeaking, the more ſecure is 
our patient; and the farther it deviates

8 of heat is a natural ele of - 
increaſe of ation in the heart and ar- 
teries ; ; it depends too, in ſome meaſure, 
' Upon an obſtructed ſtate of the inſenſible 
perſpiration ; for when this'is reſtored, 
the heat, though not removed, is com- 
monly moderated. I believe it is leſs in 
the power of art to reſtore perſpiration 
than is uſually imagined; and even when 
effected, it is not often productive of 
good, unleſs it produce that gentle 
moiſture of the ſkin which is perceived 
in health. A preternatural or profuſe 


perſpiration | is an exceedingly alarming 
ſymptom, 
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ſymptom, and often gives an unfavourable 
termination to the diſeaſe, inſtead of bring - 
ing about what has been fallaciouſly look - 
ed upon as a favourable change; or a criſis, | 
as it is called. Too much time, I am 

fully perſuaded, has been ſpent about 
the ſtate of the ſkin ; for it ſeems that 
almoſt all the medicines employed in 
Fevers are directed with this view: 
hence the almoſt endleſs variety of an- 
timonial preparations ; hence the Spi- 
ritus Mindereri, and a variety of others. 


THE STATE OF THE TONGUE IN FEVERS. » 


In the early ſtage of Fever the tongue 
is ſeldom parched, except in very alarm- 

call putrid, and not often even in theſe: 

when it oceurs, it is a moſt formidable 
ſymptom. The tongue, in the beginning 
C of 
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of Fever, is for the moſt part white; in 
ſome caſes, particularly in full habits, 
it is remarkably ſo ; not unlike what 


takes place in a mercurial ptyaliſm ; and 


ſuch caſes I have often ſeen to terminate 
unfavourably, Where the tongue is ſo 


extremely white as has been juſt tated, 


the action of the arteries is very ſtrong 
and quick, the breathing is generally 
very laborious, and the countenance 


| commonly very much fluſhed. Theſe 
caſes" very often, in a very few days, 


aſſume a contrary aſpect, changing from 
an appearance, commonly but erroneouſly 
thought inflammatory, to the greateſt 
debility, aſſuming the characters of what 
is called Typhus by noſologiſts, and what 
I' have {imply called bad or dangerous 
Fever. 

When the nne varies much from 


what it 1s in health, the ſecretion varies 
alſo; . 
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alſs ; but little ſaliva is ſeereted from the 
glands, and what is ſecreted is very te- 
nacious; it is poured forth in this ſtate, 
of it is rendered ſo by evapotation, as is 
very ſtrikingly: exhibited by the teeth, 
which -are covered as it were with an 
inſpiſſated mucus. | 2985'S] 

When the tongue is . and feels to 
the finger like a dry ſponge, it will be 
found, upon examining the mouth, 
that the fauces are in the ſame ſtate of 
dryneſs ;z whence proceeds the thirſt, 
or defire to have ſupplied what is by 
diſeaſe rendered greatly deficient. 

With this ſtate of the tongue it is not 
unuſual to meet with aphthæ, which 
perſons who have once ſeen, will not 
eaſily forget; it is neceſſary, I think, 
that they be kept very clean, by fyringing, 
or gargling. I know of no gargle better 
than: a decoction of figs and pearl bar-

ley, with a little contrayerva root and 
vinegar; but as both the dryneſs of the 
tongue and the aphthæ ariſe in conſe- 
quence of the Fever, it is very evident 
what object ſhould be principally kept 
in view; the aphthæ will diſappear, and 
the ſecretion in the mouth will be reſtored 
upon the removal of the Fever. 


UNEASINESS WITHIN THE HEAD. 


Fever, I believe, never takes place 
without producing an uneaſineſs within 
the head, not always amounting to pain; 
and when it is pain inſtead of uneaſineſs, 
it is ſometimes dull and oppreſſive, at 
other times acute and throbbing. If 
general bleeding ſhould ever be pre- 
ſcribed in ſimple Fever, one would ex- 
pect that it was indicated in caſes where 


the pain was acute. I have oſten prac- 
8 tiſed 
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tiſed it, from an idea that it was indi- 
mended by high. authorities; and, after 
a fair trial of it, I am driven to confeſs, 
that the lancet has produced no mani- 
feſtly good effects in my hands; and I 
am much deceived if it have not been 
often hurtful, as will be ſeen in ſome of 


the ſubjoined caſes. Topical bleeding 


is a leſs exceptionable practice; I have 
tried it repeatedly from my own incli- 
nation, and the advice of others. In 
ſome caſes I thought it afforded a little 
relief ; in others, and very many of 
them, I am clear that it was more per- 
nicious than uſeful. If the diſcaſe de- 
pended upon, or even if it were con- 
nected with, an inflammation of the 
brain or its membranes, one would rea- 
ſonably expect ſome benefit; though, in 
this caſe, opening the temporal artery, 
| C 3 and 
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and ſuffering it to bleed freely, would 
be both a more judicious and a more 
rational practice, which I reckon is what 
no thinkin g practitioner would adviſe. 
If I be right in my opinion, that in Fe- 
vers the brain has not its veſſels turgid, 
then I may aſſert, that this practice is 
taken up too haſtily, That the veſſels 
in the brain are, as they are in every 
part of the ſyſtem, too active, admits 
not of a doubt ; but perhaps this increaſe 
of action may be ſomething like irritabi- 
lity, by which we mean an increaſe of 
action with a loſs of ſtrength: if ſo; 
reaſon inſtructs us what ſtep to take 
chat we give tone to the ſyſtem, and 
thereby reduce the _ irritated veſſels to 
their natural and healthy action, and 
reproduce that general harmony which 
the economy loſes in Fever. Practice, 
mine at leaſt, confirms the ſoundneſs of 
5 | ſuch 
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ſuch reaſoning ; there is, therefore, no 
diſtin& treatment neceſſary for this ſingle 
ſymptom of uneaſineſs within the head ; 
it is evidently produced by Fever, and 
will ceaſe when that does. The topical 
bleeding which I have uſed has been 
that of leeches to the temples, or behind | 
the ears. In the caſes ſubjoined, an m- 
ſtance or two of this practice will be 
found. ch 


WATCHFULNESS AND ANXIETY, 

The pain juſt treated of is generally 
productive of theſe diſtreſſing ſymptoms, 
and theſe again of delirium ; ſo much 
ſo, that when one is preſent, we may 
very reaſonably expect the other, and 
are called upon to exert our abilities to 
the utmoſt, with a view to prevent ſuch 
conſequences. Many medicines and ap- 
plications have been recommended, in 
order to remove watchfulneſs, or an n inabi-

is in its favour, that it t ene 
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lity to ſleep. Fomenting the lower extre- 
mities is a practice generally recom- 
mended; and it is greatly preferable 
to the pediluvium, becauſe in this laſt 
method the patient muſt be taken out 
of bed: it muſt, however, be conſi- 
dered as a very precarious mean of pro- 
cufing reſt ; though thus much at leaſt 


any harm.

What I ſhall aſſert is purely the reſult of 
practice; which juſtifies me in declaring, 
that I have ſeen much miſchief produced 
by the ule of it; I have given it a fair 
trial ; and I am, in my own mind, ſo 
thoroughly convinced of its pernicious 
tendency, that I am perſuaded I ſhall 
never try it again as a remedy in Fever, 
It is true, if in Fever I were to give a me- 
dicine, the operation of which on the bows 
els I could not reſtrain without opium, I 
ſhould be obliged from neceſſity to give 
it ; and this alone would induce me to 
do [o. The fleep, which I have pro- 
cured to my patients from the uſe of 
opium in Fevers, has been always unre- 
freſhing; has confuſed the head, "ng 
increaſed' the pain in it; and has left 
them more debilitated, more heated, and 
more thirſty, than before its adminiſtra» | 


tion. 
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tion. The application of bliſters is ſome- 

times recommended in watchfulneſs. It 
may well be expected, by all thinking 
perſons, that they ſhould defeat the very 
end they were deſigned to anſwer. I 
have uſed them; and, to ſay no worſe, 
J am ſo convinced of their inutility, that 
T ſhall never uſe them again. They muſt 
be pernicious when uſed generally and 
indiſcriminately : and even when applied 
to the temples and behind the ears, and 
more eſpecially when to the whole of the 
head, where they ſhould be applied, if 
at all, they are ſeldom beneficial, and 
generally very hurtful, 

This ſymptom (watchfulneſs) like all 
others depending upon Fever, though 
a very bad and alarming one, is to be 
removed only by removing the Fever 
which produced it. To direct our at- 
8 tention, therefore, to this ſymptom, ſa

to the cauſe of it, argues an ignorance 
of the whole. 


SDBSULETUSG TENDINUM, 


Subſultus Tendinum, for the moſt 
part, is followed by Delirium; for which 
reaſon I intended to have placed them 
under one and the ſame head; but as 
Delirium does not neceſſarily follow, 
and as I have met with caſes where it 
has not, I ſhall conſider them ſepa- 
rately. 

I have given it as my opinion,that the 
ſudden diminution, of the powers of the 
body in Fever depend upon a diminiſhed 
energy of the brain: beſides which, 
there is preſent, I think, ſome other 
morbid condition, for which I have no 
term that ſo well expreſſes my mean- 


ing. 
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ing as irritability, of which I have before 
given an explanation. Whether this 
irritability ſpring as it were out of the 
weakened ſtate of the brain, or whether 
it be ſuperadded, is a queſtion extremely 
difficult to determine. That the func- 
tions of the brain are very much im- 
paired, is demonſtrable, No perſon in 
a Fever, that is ſerious in its nature, is 
in full poſſeſſion of his mental or corporal 
powers; he is incapable of arranging his 
ideas nicely, or of ſupporting his body in 
an erect poſture for any time ;- beſides 
which, the functions of the brain are diſ- 
turbed, producing incongruous converſa- 
tion, and wrong bodily ſtimuli or ſenſa- 
tions ; and this is the irritability which has 
been urged before. Sleep, which refreſhes 
and invigorates this organ, and the whole 
machine, in a ſtate of health, forſakes 
him altogether who is ill of a Fever; 

2 Or 
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or if he ſhould chance to fall into a ſleep 
while in this morbid ſtate, inſtead of reſt 
that is quiet and ſwee*:>he will have ſuch 
as is exceedingly diſturbed and tumul- 
tuous. Such an irritated and fatigued 
ſtate of this moſt wonderful and beauti- 
ful organ, at length unfits it for the pur- 
poſes of life; but before this event 
happens, a higher ſtate of diſturbance 
comes on, which is Delirium; where the 
will, and of conſequence whatever is 
under the influence of it, is loſt, n 
bodily and mentally. 

Yet from this ſtate, hopeleſs as it ge- 
nerally is, perſons have ſometimes reco- 
vered ; which proves that the brain has 
not undergone any material alteration of 
ſtructure, if any. 

The fame means are to be aptb el 
for the relief of Subſultus Tendinum as 
. for Fever; only that, as the ſymptom is a 

| very 
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very dangerous one, the practice muſt 
be both ſtrong and fteady., 

- Subſultus Tene*wm diſcovers itſelf 
firſt among the flexor tendons of the 
wriſt, on feeling the pulſe : and in order 
to be more certain whether it be preſent 
or not, the fingers ſhould be carried 
over the tendons. I have juſt attempted 
to explain its cauſe in the beſt manner 
of which I am capable. 


DELIRIUM. 


As I have already more than touched 
upon this truly alarming ſymptom, 1 
ſhall have but little to obſerve in this 
place. | . 

When a patient is inſenſible, but little 
can be done for his relief, for medicines 
are generally refuſed; and I am not ac- 
quainted with any application from which 

any 
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any good can be derived. I have not 
delivered my ſentiments favourably on 
bliſters, and I can urge no more in fa- 
vour of ſinapiſms to the feet. I have 
tried them frequently, but never ſaw the 
leaſt good from them. If there ſhould 
be intervals of ſenſe, or if in the ſuſ- 
penſion of the ſenſes we can get the pa- 
tient to take medicine, we muſt then give 
ſuch as from practice we have found to 
be moſt efficacious in Fevers. Since ſo 
little can be done in Delirium, and ſince 
it is a ſtate of ſuch imminent danger, the 
object, which every thinking man will 
have in view, is to prevent it, if poſſible, 
by a timely and diligent attention to the 
Fever. 


| ON THE CAUSES OF FEVER, | 
Expoſure to cold has been conſidered as

I have been ſilent as to the appear- 
ances of the urine in Fever; and 1 
kave been ſo for this reaſon, that I have 
ſeen perſons die where it depoſited what 
is called a lateritious ſediment. A have

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ſeen them alſo recover where it has been 
of a deep colour. The appearances of 
the urine, conſidered abſtractedly, throw 
little or no. light on Fever, but muſt, 
like all the other ſpmptoms, be conſi- 
dered in the whole; yet it may be ſaid, 
the nearer the urine in Fever approaches 
to what is called a healthy ſtate, the 
more promiſing, and vice vera. | 
It will be allowed, I truſt, by every 
candid perſon, that I have adduced ſome 
_ caſes, and very many more . might be 
adduced, which have done well under 
the uſe of the Cinchona and wine, 
yet were equally threatening with 
thoſe which did ill under the contrary 
treatment. It is matter of deep con- 
cern to me, that I did not know the

combined with this local affection, it is,

ſtanced. 
The Caſes ah forward * b.

to myſelf; yet as practice is incomparably 


more important than ſpeculation, I truſt 


it will vindicate me. 


J have hope that what I have e 
as it has been a beneficial practice witli 


me, may for the ſame reaſon be ſo with 


others ; If it ſhould, I Dl! be moſt Nn 
rewarded. | 
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it foregoing e were Gas 
for publication at the beginning of Au- 
guſt ;. ſince which ſeveral cafes of Fever. 
have fallen under my notice, and ſome 
with very alarming ſymptoms. In all of 
them (the two following excepted) I gave 
the Cinchona with red port, and with 
its former good effect. Believing that 
tonics were the medicines chiefly, if not 
wholly, to be relied on in Fevers threaten- 
ing danger, I was inclined to try what 
other medicines of this claſs were  capa+ 
ble of. With this view I gave to two 
patients, with Scarlet Fever, each under 
twelve years, twenty-five. drops of the 
Tinct. Ferri Muriat. in ſimple mint-water 
every third hour, and gave Madeira 
(from a pint to a pint and a half in 24 
hours) inſtead of port. In both cafes, 
although the tongue was black and dry, 
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and the pulſe at 130 in the minute, yet 
they recovered ; and the advantage of 
the treatment was to me very obvious, 
before twelve hours had elapſed. 

The Madeira was given mixed with a 
little thick gruel. 

Whether the wine and the medicine 
act ſimply as powerful tonics, or as a 
tonic combined with a ſtimulus, may be 
thought worthy of inquiry. I am my- 
ſelf of opinion, from the increaſed fulneſs 
in the pulſe, after their exhibition, that 
they act in the latter way; and it appears 
to me not at all improbable, that this new 
excitement may have ſome conſiderable 
ſhare in deſtroying the morbid one, or 
Fever. Be this as it may, the efficacy 
of the practice is enough to make it a 
matter of vaſt moment with me in a 
diſeaſe hitherto ſo frequently fatal.
